easily brought into the fold, which will 
than practically give Mr. Gorham con. 
trol of one of the greatest corporations 
in the world. With this control ho can 
place any one he sees fit at the head of 
the road, who can issue orders all along 
the Hue in regard to the way it would 
suit the company to h?_vo certain elec- 
tions go. As this road employs thou- 
sands of men in the State of Maryland 
it can be easily seen what power Mr. 
Gorham can exert. 


IiKF(7BLICAN3 INDIGNANT. 


The Republicans are very indignant 


that the appointment should have been 
made before the State election, but 
they claim that it shows that the Dem- 
ocrats are afruicl of defeat on next Tues- 
day, in which case there would of course 
be no hope of Mr. Gorham receiving 
such an appointment. The Democrats 
ia taking this step have aimed n mortal 
blow at Mr. John K. Cowon, general 
counsel for the, Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. 
Mr. Cowou has for a num- 


ber of years been Mr. Gorham's most 
bitter political opponent, und in his 
speeches during the present campaign 
has hurled 
invectivo after 
invective 


upon the head of the Senator 
from 


Maryland. In return Mr. Goiham has 
accused Mr. Cowan of being u inilroad 
wrecker, having betrayed Mr. Robert 
Garrett's trust and various other things. 


ANl'THINO BUT PLEASANT. 


Thus it will be seen thnt Mr. Cowen, 


who is alao a Director of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, will have to sit at/ the same 
table with Mr. Gorhara, which would be 
anything else but pleasant, ani it in 
therefore confidently believed that the 
former will resign. 
This is exactly 


what Mr. Gorman wants, as Mr. Cowen 
has always been recognized as the most 
bitter antagonist tho ring every had, 
and he has done more towards breaking 
up that body than any other 
man. 


Should he resign bis position with tho 
Baltimore and Onio il is thought he will 
rernovo to another city, and there bo 
out of the way. 


COWEN'S SPEECH. 


Mr. John K. Cowen addretsed a large 


mass-meeting; to night, composed of In- 
dependent Democrats and Republicans, 
and in the course of bis remarks re- 
ferred to the appointment of Senator 
Gorman, and said that ho understood 
his resignation as general counsel was 
expected. He was not surprised at this, 
as it had been hinted at before. 
"But," 


he said, "thank God if I lost my posi- 
tion I won't lose my honor or my civic 
virtue. It is the last threat of the Gor- 
man ring against me." 


WASHIKGTON, Nov. 3.—Representative 


Bland, of Missonri, arrived here to-day. 
He thinks the House will pass a tariff 
bill this Winter. 
He said he thought 


the bill would be a compromise on the 
part of the tariff reformers, inasmuch 
as it would include a repeal of the to- 
bacco tax. 
Personally he thought the 


national revenue ought not to be touched 
at all, but he would agree to let the to- 
bacco tax go, if it were accompanied by 
a considerable reduction of the tariff. 
He said he thought there ought to be a 
reduction of the tariff to the amount of 
about $100,000,000. The free list ought 
to bo largely increased, and there should 
be a reduction of duties on other im- 
ports, on manufactured material, and 
commodities of every-day consumption 
ought £o be placed on the free list or 
the duty on them greatly reduced.

said he thought there was no need of 
and would be no financial legislation, 
except inasmuch as the tariff legislation 
affects^the finances. The only way to 
improve the financial situation was to 
stop taking money out of the pockets of 
the people and locking it up in the 
Treasury. 


of the past masters of the railroad craft.

But times and 


conditions have changed, and now we 
are promised very soon a reduction of 
fully two days in tbe time of the trip 
across the continent, and two trains 
daily on the Central Pacific road, and 
possibly on tho Southern Pacific as well, 


There la a marked contrast between 


four overland trains a day and one, and 
the increase in tho number of trains, 
even more than the shortening of time, 
shows tho growing importance of Cali- 
fornia and the added attention which 
she is receiving at the hands of the 
older settled States. 


Our recent rapid growth and our hav- 


ing come so prominently into public 
favor is duo to more than one cause, 
and it would be a difficult matter to ad- 
just the relative proportioni of the fac- 
tors which go to make up our increase 
in population, in prosperity, and in 
material progress. 
First, of course, is 


the intrinsic merit of California itself, 
which no adverse circumstances and no 
amount of detraction could injure or 
conceal for a very long tim«. Mankind 
will find in time what suits it best. 
Men and women will, if left to them- 
selves, go where life is best worth liv- 
ing, and where the maximum of pleas- 
ure and enjoyment, of comloit and con- 
tentment, can be hnd with the minimum 
of exertion and with as few of the dis- 
comforts as possible; and that land is 
California. 
It is no more strange that 


our Stato should commence to settfe up 
rapidly than that bees should seek the 
honey-laden flowers; the only wonder is 
that the bees have been so long in their 
search for the flowers.

Southern Pacific Company of Kentucky, 
as it was christened after its new birth. 
This change took many yenia to bring 
about, but it is a radical change. 
It 


consists, in a word, in the reduction of 
freights and fares. 


It would take a second Darwin to 


trace the evolutionory ttppw by which 
the present schedule waa derived from 
the first tariff, and with those slow pro- 
cesses we need iiot couct'in ourselves. 
It is enough to know thit the change 
has been made, and that such change 
has resulted in stiinulitiing to a high 
degree immigration of all classes to this 
State, in increasing the volume of busi- 
ness, and in materially lifting the State 
out of the slough of dullness and stag- 
nation into which it hod partially slip- 
ped, and from which its extrication 
seemed problematical. 


Never, though, was a concession more 


painfully or unwillingly grnuted. Never 
were there so many wry faces, so fre- 
quent forebodings, so oft-renewed pre- 
dictions of disaster and ruin to the rail- 
road company as attended these changes. 
Had we accepted the statements of tbe 
railroad people in their entirety,, we 
should have been compelled to believe 
that each successive reduction brought 
the road one step Dearer to compulsory 
cessation of business, and its directois 
and stockholders one remove nearer to 
the almshouse.

PROGRESS. 


Kcci-ut Developments Matte In !3ig 


Valley. 


Bitber Tribune. 


The progress this valley has made in 


recent years and the scope open to it for 
further advancement is placing it fore- 
most among the Valleys north of the 
Sacramento. In extent the largest of 
any, it contains no unavailable land, 
and can already boast of a population of 
nearly 3,000 souls, consisting mostly of 
well-to-do farmers and stock-raisers, 
with enough land unoccupied to accom- 
modate as many more. 


The amount of natural hay harvested 


in the valley this year is estimated at 
not less than 20,000 tons, and yec not 
more than half ths ground wus mowed; 
and with the present irrigating schemes 
in progress we venture to assert that 
50,000 tons of hay will be harvested 
annually within five years, not counting 
the many tons of grain harvested each 
year and continually increasing. 


The sama can be said of grain. A 


few years ago we boasted of our large 
crop. 
We harvested then about 40,000 


bushels and thought Big Valley was do- 
ing wonders. This year—a very poor 
one for grain—nearly 100,000 bushels 
were harvested, and if all the tillable 
soil were fanned, which it will he in a 
few years, our grain crop will count up 
into the million bnshols. 


These fucts cannot long remain un- 


noticed. Capital is lying idle iu the 
older portions of the State and is seek- 
ing profitable investment, and here is 
a field for the investment of millions of 
dollars in different enterprises which 
will return much better interest than is 
now ruling in the lower counties. 


A good evidence of the prosperity of 


the people and valley is the fact that 
new houses, new barns, new fences and 
new bridges are being built all around 
us—not as they were ten years ago, 
sheds 
and shelter—hut 
ornamental 


homes, large and substantial barns, 
pood fences and strong bridges. Within 
the scope of our little village waa com- 
pleted within a short time a new school- 
house (second to none in the county), 
a naw bridge across Pitt river, west of 
us, another one is in progress across 
the same river south of us, and n large 
and elegant residtnce is in construction 
in the suburbs; while within a few 
miles fine residences and good barns 
are springing up, and many more aro in 
contemplation. 


On the whole, the people of our val- 


ley can congratulate themselves, and 
when the day for thanksgiving comes 
can, with the best of feeling, return 
thanks to the Giver of oil good for the 
mauy blessings bestowed on them.
